Farmer, And he has ac 
l oiuplidird much got d work on the 
toads with the sang dur ng the past 
yrar, the county >*( Osctola has paid 
for feeding, clothing, guarding, doc* 
tor ing, and ail purposes, the sum of 
lets than 57 cent* per day for the la¬ 
bor of these convict*. The actsual frac¬ 
tions computed were 5C19 cents. 
Whether the new Board of County 
Commissioners shall continue to work 
these convicts under the legs# sys¬ 
tem, where they pay the state a cer¬ 
tain sum per man for each month the 
convict is worked or whether they 
w ill return to the old system of work- 
mg free labor on ?lic roads, each com¬ 
missioner usualy determining who 
Hiall be employed in his district, ia 
not known, but it appears that this 
cost of less than 57 cents per day for 
keeping the prisoner*, which include* 
the guards mid state hire, whuli is 
an item not mc'sary with free la 
bor, is the im*s» evun' micil f« r the 
county.
